Meteorological.
The month of July has beeo uousually warm

up to the 23d, after which it was oooler, the
thermometer only oooe (od the 2Sth) rieiog as

high as 90°. There were ooly six days pre¬
viously that it did not rise to 90° and above,
which were the 1st, 6th, 14th, 15ih, 16th and
17th, two of rhese days were 89°. two were 88°,
the remaining two 82° and S5°. The lowest was

the 1st day of the month (82°.) Seven of the
days it was 95° and above, viz : 8th, 12th and
19th 95°, 11th.96°, 9th, 97°, the 10th ai d 20;h
98°, the rest of the days 90° to 95°. The mean

of the month was higher than any July since
1870, except July 1872, which was a fraction
of a degree warmer, to wii: July 1871, 76°.52;
1872, 81°.52; 1873. 79°.21; 1S74, 77°.44; 1875,
78°. 16; 1876 81°.22 The past month was

dry up to the 29th, having only 1.40 inches of
rain. On the 29;h and 30:h we bad 3.20 inches,
making a total of 4.60 inches for tba whole
month.
